nker D. H. Tolman tells the follow 

story: **When I saw the story in Tue Tan 
ung of this mornmg I was convinced the par- 
ties mentioned had succeeded in beating me 
out ot about $800 witha scheme similar to 
the Mrs. Kenyon case. Jan. 30, 1898, 
Edgar Coykendall came to my bank with a 
trust deed executed by Joseph E. Dollus and 
his wife on property located at Chicago 
Lawn. The trust deed was executed to secure 
a note for $2,100. After making an examina- 
tion of the papers and receiving a written 
opinion from Frederick S. Baker, an attorney, 
the bank lent on the trust deed and note as 
collateral security the sum of $800, due and 
payable thirty days after date. Coykendall 
failed to meet the note on maturity, but came 
to the bank and stated that he would try and 
sell some property and take it up. Finally 
I grew suspicious about the deal and I asked 
Coykendall what there was ‘wrong about it. 
Coykendall stated he understood the parties 
claimed thata former release affecting the 
first mortgage on the property was a forgery 
and that a bill had been filed to cancel the re- 
lease. This release was one that had been ex- 
ecuted by Dollus. If, it were genuine it of 
course practically made the papers that had 
been placed with the bank worthless.” 

Attorney Langworthy, representing Mrs. 
Kenyon and Banker Tolman, said: “ The de- 
velopments of today show that the swindle is 
much more extensive than was at first thought. 
My clients have lost about $2,300. I believe 
the developments of the next few days will 
show that not less than $50,000 has. been se- 
cured by this swindle. Mrs. Kenyon discov- 
ered an additional loss of $500 today.”’ 

: Nillison’s Smooth Work. 

James Hibben, attorney for Charles Gibbs, 
said: **June 15, 1893, Sylvester J. Nillison 
desired to make a loan of $1,000 of Mr. 
Gibbs, and offered as collateral security a 
trust deed executed by Rudolph J. Mueller and 
wife securing payment of a promissory note 
of $1,800. He furnished Mr. Gibbs an ab- 
stract of title to the property signed by Fred- 
erick S. Baker, who said to Mr. O. F. Gibbs 
that he knew the said Sylvester J. Nillison. 
The latter aiso made‘a collateral note for 
$1,000 payable Dec. 15, 1893, in which the 
security already referred to was particu- 
larly mentioned. Mr. Gibbs having become 
the owner of the collaterals already referred 
to, giving a consideration, at the proper time 
he demanded the payment of interest due 
upon the note of $1,800. The interest was 
not paid, and Jan. 24, 1894, Mr. Gibbs filed 


a billin the Circuit Court to foreclose the 4 
trust deed. After the bill was filed I learned : 


through Mr. gworthy, attorney for Mrs. 
Kenyon, that he} held a. collateral note for 
$1,000, executed by Nillison,; and also a cer- 
tified copy of the trust: deea upon which the 
foreclosure suit was started. As far ae I know 
Nillison’s name is Joseph E. Dollus.”’ 

Mr. Rankin’s Experience. 

Mr. Rankin, a broker at No. 85 Dearborn 
strcet, who has a desk in O. F. Gibbs’ office, 
is ‘the man who caused the arrest of J. E. 
Dellus. He tells the following story: “ Al- 
most a year ago Mr. Coykendall brought to 
my office a card from DD, M. Hayes intro- 
ducing I had kn

at No. 1010 Fiftieth place. I asked him if 
‘he was the owner of the trust deed and note. 
He said that he was not. thata Mr. Sylvester 
J. Nillison was the owner, That afternoon 
he brought Mr. Nillison in and introduced him 
‘to me and now it has transpired that Sylves- 
ter J. Nillison is none other than Joseph E. 
Dolius. I then-introduced Nillison to Mr. 
Gibbs, who . was acting as broker 
for his brother. Mr. Gibbs told 
him if the title was all right he could have 
$1,000. Coykendall then produced his ab- 
stract with an opinion from Frederick Baker, 
who, he claimed, was his attorney, setting out 
that the abstract’ was all right. Mr. Gibbs 
saw Baker, who acknowledged making the 
opinion. Everything seemed straight and 
we let Coykendall have $1,000. When 
the interest fell due and no 
one appeared to pay it at the Union 
Trust company’s bank, we began a fore- 
closure of the trust-deed. We met Attorney 
Langworthy and a few minutes’ conversation 
convinced us that we were being worked by a 
shrewd gang of swindlers. The arrest fol- 
lowed. Our office has been crowded today 
with people inaking iriquiry concerning the 
men for whom warrants are issued.”

Cc. G. Arnold Offers His Services to Appear 
in Court and Swear to Things He Never 
Saw or Heard«Openly Says His False 
Testimony Has Given Satisfaction to 
-His Employers and That It Has Se- 
cured at Least One Divorce—Htred to

“You will find mea good witness. If you 
post me well you candepend on my testimony 
being reliable. I-testified in a divorce case 
before Judge Horton a year and a half ago, 
and a divorce was granted on my testimony. 
Tam willing to do it reasonable, too. How 
much would you be willing to give?’’ 

The speaker, C. G, Arnold, No. 245 Wash- 
ington boulevard, is a young man of medium 
height, rather slender, with large bright eyes, 
a small brown mustache, and a countenance 
as frank and innocent as a schoolboy’s. When 
talking he had all the appearance of a youth 


_ that had been carefully raised in a Christian 


home and one ignorant of all evil. 
His apPearance was certainly in his favor in 
the calling he says he follows—that of a pro- 
fessional perjurer; that is to say, he mekes it 
his business to testify anywhere to anything 
in any case. He charges only moderate fees 
for his services and talks of his ‘* cases,’’ past 
and futpre, with all the. professional ,non- 
chalance of a lawyer. . 

According to his own story he has always 
been retained through certain lawyers, to 
whom heis well known and who have frequent 
need of a professional witness. These law- 
yers, he says, employ other professional wit- 
nesses in their practice, and, indeed, stand 
ready to furnish the services of these witnesses 
even in casesin which they themselves. are 
not retained. 

Arnold’s business became known through 
a letter he wrote in answer to the following 
advertisement which appeared ina morning 
paper yesterday :

What Led to Arnold’s Discovers. 


Before proceeding with Mr. Arnold’s calling 
the circumstances which led up to the inser- 
tion of the advertisement are worth recount- 
ing. Astold by Hubert Crocker they are 
substantially as follows: | 

The mornimg of Feb. 22 Charles Harmeyer 
of No. 81 Sixteenth street, an advertising 
publisher, boarded a north-bound State 
street cable train at ‘Sixteenth street to 
come down-town,. When the conductor came 
around to collect fares Harmeyer offered him 
a silver dollar in payment. The conductor 
examined it and returned it, saying it was 
counterfeit. Then Harmeyer offered a $5 
bill. The conductor said that was counter- 
feit. Then Mr. Harmeyer went down into

Arnold at Home.

Joseph J. O'Connell the Patentee of a 

. Novel Invention. : 

The Patent Office at Washington yesterday 
issued a patent to Joseph J. O’Connell for an 
invention which will come asa boom to all 
users of the telephione—a little device which 
will- cause the maghine to “ring 
off” automatically. Mr/ O’Connor, how- 
ever, did not know that his 


ingenious contrivance had been patented and 


was not aware that the right and title to it 
was assigned to the Bell Telephone company. 
In fact, even when a reporter for Tus Tris. 
unzE called on him last night and asked him 
about the story he said he could not even then 
describe his invention—it was a little matter 
and he had forgotten the details. 

Mr. O'Connell, who lives at Room 47, No. 
208 Washington street, is an employé of the 
Chicago Telephone company. That institu-

evidently the patty. 

“JI work for the telephone company, which 
has a contraet with all its employés by which 
all their inventions are to be assigned to the 
company,’ said Mr, O’Connell, * not entirely 
without pay, but for a nominal consideration. 
Accordingly, when I made this invention I 
assigned it to the company, and I suppose the 
company assigned it to the Bell Tele. 
phone company, but I knéw nothing 
about it. I never gave the matter a thought 
at the time, and I do not now sup- 
pose that thé invention is worth much. 
I do not know that I could explain it to you. 
It is, however, a device for rmging off a tele- 
phone automatically. That is, when you 
hang the ear piece on the hook the current is 
first opened for a second, and then shut again, 
or the reverse, I don’t know which, and the 
effect is the same as if you had rung off.”

CHARLES H. HARLAN KILLS C. F. MOORE 


Fatal Affray on a Ferryboat Near Jeffer- 
son City, Mo. 

Jzrrerson Crry, Mo., Feb. 277.—[Special.] 
—Charles H. Harlan and Charles F. Moore, 
two prominent and highly respected citizens 
in Callaway, became involved in a quarrel on 
a ferryboat today, and Harlan shot and killed 
Moore. Eye-witnesses on the boat state that 
Moore came aboard about 4:30 p. m. from 
Cedar City. He told Capt. Kay Har- 
lan was following him, and that 
he expected trouble. Harlan arrived a few 
minutes afterward, and Moore, on the advice 
of the Captain, went up into the cabin to 


|} avoid him, but was followed by Harlan. A 


war of words ensued, and Moore left the cabin 
and returned to the lower deck, picking 
up a piece of cordwood ag he passed the en- 
gine room, Harlan agajn followed him and 
the quarrel was renewed, The crew of the 
boat interfered, but Harlan insisted that he 


would not desist until Moore dropped - 


the stick of wood, A moment 
later he drew his revolver and 
fired the fatal shot. Moore staggered up the 
companionway to the cabin and sank on the 
floor in a dymg condition. He lived about 
twenty minutes, At the first landing after 
the shooting Harlan mounted a_ horse 
and rode away.) saymg as he left: 
“TIT am going down home. Tell the 
Sheriff if he wants me he can tind me there.”’ 
Moore’s body was brought to this city, where 
he was residing temporarily. He was a 
wealthy retired farmer and a‘man of high 
character. Harlan has in the past been 
one of the lgading Democrat- 
ic. politicians of Callaway County. 
He was elected Representative in 1888 and 
in 1890 was a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for Railroad Commissioner, Har- 
lan’s home is on the other side of the river, 
eight miles below Cedar City. He has not 
been arrested yet, but no one apprehends that 
he will attempt to escape or evade the conse- 


AFRAID OF THE WEST. 


“ @REATER NEW YORK” BILL PASsEs 
‘THE ASSEMBLY, 


Principal Argument Is That Unless Brook- 
lyn Is Annexed the City on Manhattan 
Island Will Lose Its Supremacy—Effort 
to Secure a Uniform Rate of-Taxation 
Defeated — Territory Involved Aggre- 
gates More than 300 Square Miles<Gov. 
Flower Will Probably Approve the Bill. 

New York, Feb, 27.—[Special.|—The Sen- 
ate at Albany. passed the greater New York 
bill today by a vote of 28 to 2, the latter be- 
ing Senators Reynolds (Rep.) and McMahon 
(Dem.); and it now goes to the Governor. 
The bill allows the voters in the territory to 
be included to vote on the proposition of con- 
solidation. 

Senator Réynolds of Brooklyn endeavored 
to have the bill amended so that if the propo- 
sition should be consideredYavorably by the 
people there would be a uniform rate 6f 
taxation. He asserted that Brooklyn was 
already part of New York, one-third 
of the latter’s business coming from Brook- 
lyn, and that . there was no sentiment 
of annexation without uniformity in taxation... 
He charged that the Democrats had defeated 
the greater New York bill forfour years and 
were striving now to divert the sertiment by 
denying a uniform rate of taxation. New 
York, he said, needed Brooklyn to keep its 
place of supremacy. Without equal taxation 
Brooklyn did not care to join New York. 

Senator Cantor (Dem.) asserted that New 
York would be conferring a benefit on Brook- 
lyn by consolidation, At present two rates 
of taxation existed in Brooklyn.

This motion carried, and now 


the situation in the Senate is the same as if 


nothing had been done in regard to the Re- 
publican bills, Senators Ellis and Upton are 
not in the city, and the committee took no 
action in regard@o holding another meeting 
to‘tonsider the bills, although it was under- 
stood that a meeting would be called as soon 
as the absent Senators return. 

Senator Carpenter said: ** It seems we did 
not do a very good job, and as there would be 
no use in getting the bill out when the mem- 
bers of the committee might be depended 
upon to fight it, we thought best to wash our 
linen before the committee and not on the 
floor of the Senate.

House Bill Agreed On, 


The House Committee on Suppression of 
Intemperance has decided upon the bill it 
will réscommend for passage. The decision 
was reached at a meeting of the committee 
held this afternoon. The bill is a combina- 
tian of the mulct and local option plans. and 
was indorsed by the committee by a practi- 
cally unanimous vote of the Ranubiienh 
members, though two members—Repre- 
sentatives Myerley and > Morris, the 
former a local optsonist and the 
latter a Prohibitionist, reserved the right to 
offer athendments on the floors: The bill in 
its more important features is as follows: 
There shall be assessed against every person 
or corporation in the State engaged in thé 
sale of intoxicating liquors a tax of $600 per 
annum, and this tax shall bea lien against 
the property, real and personal. In the 
months of December, March, June, and Sep- 
tember the Assessor shall return to the County 
Auditor a list of all places where liquors arp 
sold except registered pharmacists. If the 
Assessor fails to do this any three citizens of 
the county can secure such assessment by 
verified petition. 

At the next meeting of the Board of Super- 
visors after the listing persons who desire to 
have this tax rebated on account of the claim 
of not»selling liquors may appear and be 
heard, and if itis shown that the petitioners 
does not sell iiquors the tax shall be rebated, 
but in such cases the showing that he has paid 
a United States retail liquor dealer's tax is 
prima facie evidence that he is selling liquors. 
Subject to appeal to the District Court, 

Taxes levied upon dealers in intoxicating 
liquors shall not be submitted to the Board of 
Equalization. The annual tax of $600 shall 
be payable semi-annually and shall be levied 
at the regular September meeting of the 
Board of Supervisors. 


Penalty for Delinquents. 


Every person against whom such taxes have 
been assessed shali pay the same in semi- 
annual installments on cor before the first day 
of April and October in each year,. under 
penalty of 20 per cent with 1 per cent added 
gach month. Tax sales of real and personal 
property, upon which taxes levied by this: act 
are delinquent, shall be held on the first Mon- 
day in June and December of each year.. 

The revenue derived from theAaxation of 
the places where liquors are sold’shall be di- 
vided equally’ between the county and the 
municipality where the saloons are conducted. 
it is made the duty of the Executive Council 
to se> that the law is enforced and they are 
given full powers. 

Nothing in the act is to be construed to 
mean that the business of selling intoxicating 
liquors is in any way legalized, nor is the law 
to be construed as a license law, or that it 
shall protect any ane who is engaged in the 
business, of retailing liquors exept under cer- 
res conditions.

WARRING ON A RAILROAD POOL, 


Bound Freight Rates. 

New Yorxm; Feb. 27.—|Special.j—There 
was an important. meeting of the passenger 
committee of the Trunk Line Association to- 
day to work out the details of the new 
west-bound pool. Although east-bound 
rates, both passenger and freight, are in 
a shaky condition and liable to break out 
into a war at any time, the west-bound 
situation is fairly satisfactory. The purpose 
is to regulate traffic to important points, such 
as Buffalo, Chicago, Cincinnati, and St. Louis, 
by a number of smaller pools, .with the ulti- 
mate result, of course, that demoralization 
caused by outside agents will be abolished. 
Furthermore, these minor pools, if suc- 
cessful, will be followed up by a 
small advance in rates, which will be 
easy after the traffic is equitably divided to 
suit all of the lines. Ii may be that differen. 
tials will be abolished in certain. instances. 
Followmg this will come the discussion of 
joint agencies. It is believed that several 
trials will te made in the near future. 
At the big meeting of Presidents and 
managers of the railroads between Chi- 
cago and ‘the seaboard tomorrow. to 
discuss the east-bound demoralization, pas- 
senger as well as freight matters will receive 
attention. A rate of $8.50 is easily obtained 
on east-bound tickets of certain differential 
lines, althought the standard rate is $17. It 
originated in the rivalry over foreign traffic 
combining a rail and ocean rate. 


PARIS PASSENGERS REACH HOME, 


Say the Ship Was Well Handled and There 
Was No Panic. 

New York, Feb. 27..—[Special. ]|—The great- 
er number of the passengers of the Paris, the 
American liner which returned to Queens- 
town with a broken rudder, arrived here to- 
day upon the steamers Berlin and Aurania. 
There seems to have been little or no 
excitement in the cabins on the Paris, and 
there were only a few in -the steerage 
who were alarmed. Some of the steerage pas- 
sengers told highly embellished stories of the 
mishap. The first to learn of the accident to 
the vessel were the men sittingin the smok- 
ing-room the evening of Feb. 12, when a 
slight jar was felt and theenginesstopped. The 
majority of the passengers knew nothwg vf the 
accident until the following morning. Capt, 
Randle posted a notice saying that the rudder 
post of the vessel was damaged and that there 
was no danger, as the steamer could be steered 
by means of the twin screws. All that morn-. 
ing the steamer ran at a low rate of speed, 
When the passengers were at luncheon the 
vessel was headed for Queenstown. So 
gradually was thisdone that the passengers 
did not know that the vessel had turned about 
until they went on deck. Capt. Randle 
then posted a second notice; in which he 
said that after a consultation with his officers 
he had decided to go to Queenstown. He had 
been experimenting that day to determine 
whether or not his coai would hold out shoald 
he attempt to get the disabled vessel to New 
York.

John E. Lamb has created here. “ 

Several months ago the agents of outside 
beer employed a lawyer to see what could be 
done in a legal way to stop the police from 
acting as agents of the local beer. but there 
was a promise that the interference should 
cease and the matter was dropped. Since 
then the agents have seen their customers 
leave them, until now they say they are 
determined| to make an open fight. 
The Terre Haute Tammany includes the po- 
lize department, which is governed by three 
Commissioners appointed by the Governor; 
the po stoffice and revenue services, the Coun- 
ty Commisssonets, and minor offices in the 
city and county., The Township Trustee is 
the city agent of |the brewery, and the town- 
ship funds are said to be loaned to the 
brewimg company, Ina published interview 
today this trustee saysit is the intention to 
drive all the foreign beer agencies out of the 
city. The manager of the brewery has boast- 
ed that hereafter ‘* they will see to the elec- 
tion of the prosecutor.”’ 7

» While the lawmakers are quite busy in sev- 

eral States framing legislation to manage in- 
surance companies, the companies themselves 
ry seem to have abandoned the lobbying field. 

They are permitting these lawmakers to go 
the full length of their power and ignorance 
with reference to insurance: affairs and see 
what the outcoMfé will be. The Iowa Legisla- 
ture, for instance, undoubtedly will make il- 
legal the 80 per cent coinsurance clause. 
There are other bills pending equally oppres- 
sive. The result isto drive capital out of 
Iowa and prevent the influx of the same. 
Meanwhile the Burlington Insurance com- 


has failed just in the midst of a busy law- 
making season. “The taxing of insurance 
companies inevitably reacts on the tax pay- 
er,” said a prominent agent yesterday. 
The companies are organized to make 


by State enactment only adds to the cost of 
insurance. If the companies are obliged to 
pay a 2 per cent tax for the maintenance of 
publie libraries, as is proposed in one pend- 
ing bill, it only means that insurance rates 
will be raised 2 per cent, and the manufact- 
urepand other wealth-producing members of 
the’ community pay the extra charge. The 
element of competition does not enter into 
the case, because every company is’ taxed 
alike. 


TO REDUCE THE PATROL STATIONS. 


System Well Managed but Too Expensive 
in Bad Times, 

The‘abolition of three of the insurance pa- 
trol stations is being considered seriously by 
leading members on the street. The atten- 
tion of the members has been called to the 
patrol service by the fact tnat the assessment 
has been increased from 14% to 14¢ per cent 
on the gross premiums written. Until last 
July the expense of conducting the Fire Un- 
derwriters’ Association and the patrol system 
had run along even at 1144 per cent. Jan. 1 
the Underwriters’ Association expenses were 
cut to 1 per cent, and now the patrol system 


is costing 44 of 1 per cent more than the other 


expenditure. The proposition is to disband 
Nous. 3, 5, and 6, No. 3 is located at No. 208 
Twenty-third street, mo. & is at 
No. 60 Whiting street, and No. 
6 at No. 235 South Hoyne avenue. 
Each of these is an outlying district, and the 
agents say the godd they are doing does not 
equal the expenditure. . The estimate of the 
expense of conducting these three stations for 
the first six months ot 1894 was given by the 
Patrol committee to be in round numbers 
$4,169 for No. 3 and $4,319 for Nos. 5 and 
6 respectively. The entire estimated expense 
for the patrol stations wag’ $32,142. By lop- 
ping off the three mentioned there would be a 
saving of $12,807, or a reduction of 40 per 
cent, This would bring the expendi- 
ture down to less than 1 per cent 


ly equal to the cost of the association. 
Those who favor the reduction of expenses do 
not wish to cut the salaries but reduce the 
service. No. lon Monroe street is held as 
indispensable, and No. 2 on Sangamon street 
is also regarded necessary as an auxiliary, but 
as to the others one agent said: ‘I have been 
watching this patro] business carefully and 
paying the“adssessments, but outside of one 
tire I don’t think I hage had $50 worth of 
benefit from the outlying stations. What is 
true of my company must be true of others. 
The idea of a patrol system is to protect goods 
from water, but the values are not such as to 
warrant the present expenditure where the 
outside stations are. We are not running a 
fire department.”’

VESSELS INCONVENIENCED BY THE ICE. 


Schlesinger Towed Out of Danger=Tug 
_ Eneounters a Formidable Floe. 

The steamer Ferdinand Schlesinger, which 
came in collision with the four-mile crib, was 
found by a tug yesterday morning near the 
old water-works crib and was towed safely 
into South Chicago, where it will load grain. 
The Captain said he was unable .to make his 
way through the ice and ran up ‘close to the 
crib in order to ask the keeper to telephone 


foratug to come out to him early in the 
-Morning. Monday night the tug Monitor in 


attempting to break through the ice encoun- 
tered a great bank of ice extending clear to 
the hottom of the lake. The bow of the tug 
was lifted up three or four feet, and this 
tilted the boiler so the. water ran 
toward the stern, leaving the fusible 
plug exposed to the full heat of the fire with- 
out any water over it. The crew were so bent 
on getting free from the ice floe that they did 
not notice the danger to the boiler until the 
plug melted and emptied all the steam and 
water from the boiler into the fire. In re- 
sponse to the signals of ‘distress tugs went out 
from the harbor, and about mianight suc- 
ceeded in getting the tug off the ice floe and 
into the harbor. 

The south wind blewthe ice out into the 
lake in the afternoon and@pened the way for 
the steamers Fred Pabst and W. H. Wolf to 
start on the trip to Milwaukee. They have 
been detained here several days after taking 
on cargoes of grain waiting for the way to be 
clear down the lake. They will lie at Mil- 
waukee until the opening of navigation, there 
being no room for them in Chicago River. 

The Independent Tug ilne, which has the 
contract for doing the city work, is making 
money on account of the great ice floes which 
have been crushing against the various cribs 
for several weeks. Thet ne contracted to 
furnish the city two tugs at* the nominal rate 
of 99 cents per month, and -to furnish extra 
boats at $5.99 per hour. The money is made 
in the extra work. Through December and 
January City Engineer Artingstall was en- 
abled to have little extra work done, but thus 
far in February the tug line has made about 
$4.000 by its extra boats, which were used in 
keeping the ice away from theintakes. Last 
winter the same company cleared $15,000 
from extra work, . 

Assistant City Engineer John Ericson vis- 
ited the two-mile and four-mile cribs yester- 
day. Although there was a vast amount of 
floating ice in the lake no difficulty was ex- 
perienced in landing at either of the cribs 
and conditions, so far as the water supply of 
the city is concerned, were found to be more 
favorable than for several weeks. The mild 
weather hasdone away'with the anchor ice 
pe gets into the ports and causes so much 
trouble,

President Raymond wasin the chair and 
Mr. Stone acted as Secretary of the meeting. 
The sessions continued about eight hours. 
While the gathering had been called osten- 
sibly to consider means to defeat anti-option 
legislation, its real purpose was to decide 
upon united action by all the produce es- 
changes should the anti-option law pass Con- 
gress and be signed by the President. . It was 
admitted by one of the delegates last night 
that the meeting had decided to recommend 
to-alk produce exchanges that no attention 
whatever be paid to the law, if the Hatch 
bill should beeome such, but business was to 
be continued the same as it had been before 
anti-option was thought of. At the first move 
of the government to enforce the law and in- 
flict its penalties, all the commercial organ- 
izations are to unite in testing the constitu- 
tionality of the measure, and the case will: be 
carried as rapidly as possible to the 
United States Supreme Court. The sent- 
ment was unanimous, based upon the opinions 
of the attorneys for the various organizations 
represented, that the law was unconstitutional 
and that it*would go to pieces as soon as 
tested, Where the great test case is begun 
will depend upon the point where the first 


effort is made to enforce the law, but wher-. 


ever that may be the expenses of the litigation 
will be apportioned between the various or- 
ganizations repfesented yésterday. 

No Hope of Defeating the Bill. 

There did not seem to be much hope that 
the bill could be defeated in either branch of 
Congress and-to serious effort will be made 
in that direction. 
nothing more to be done in agitating against 
the anti-option measure, and while the fight 
will not be givei up until the bill is in the 
hands of thé President, it is not expected that 
the commercial organizations can prevent its 
passage. 

A vast amount of secrecy about the meeting 
was maintained.up to its final adjournment. 
Then Secretary Stone gave out a resolution as 
the final action of the conference after eight 
hours’ hard work. The resolution was re- 
markably mile in its evbaracter, and it seems 
strange that a conference of the heads of so 
many organizations should have been called 
to agree upon something which all had been 
agreed upon for the last three years.

Operators Movingto Correct an Evil That 
Injures Trade, 

‘*Farmer’’ Hatch’s success in getting his 
anti-option bill transferred to his Committee 
on Agriculture at Washington Monday did 
not create half the talk on ’Change yesterday 
as did the elevator question, which is becom. 
ing the absorjamg theme in the grain trade. 
It was:repartéd that the Board of Trade com- 
mittee now engaged in taking evidence re- 
garding the elevators and the State grain in- 
spection had requested that a special meeting 
of the State Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners be called in this city next 
week. This report seemed to be confirmed at 
the office of the board, fora letter was re. 
ceived yesterday from W. S. Cantwell at Ben- 


ton that he would be in the city March 1. | 


The aim . of the committee is to 
see that the State Board will so 
change its rules as to prevent the mixing of 
grain in unlicensed elevators and to increase 
the charge of inspection at unlicensed ele. 
vators to the same figure, if not more, as at 
licensed elevaters, At present. grain at li- 
censed elevators pays 50 cents per 1,000 
bushels for ita inspection, while grain in un- 
licensed houses is inspected at 40 cents, It 
is also desired that the State Board will con- 
sider the question of sorting out the best grain 
in the grade to be sold by sample, while only 
the poorest grain is delivered on contract. 

A member of one of the best known shi 
ping houses on ’Change said unequivocally 
yesterday that he would go before the State 
Board and prefer charges of inefficiency 
against several inspectors.

The low price of wheatin this and every 
other market for so many months hasat- 
tracted the attention of everybody. and so 
many theories have been advanced regarding 
it that the average lay reader is nota little 
at sea regarding the merits of the case. One 
set of operators directly engaged in handling 
this great staple insists that fhe world’s supply 
is too great, and another ascribes the lowest 
prices on record to outside influences. Pleas- 
ing to seven people out of ten, there has been 
some improvement during the last few days, 
but the price is stillso tow, and the future 
of the market and the future of the American 
‘wheat grower are so uncertain that especial 
interest attaches to an official report on the 
cause and remedies of agricultural depression 
about to be presented to the Senate. This 
document will be submitted by Senutor 
Peffer, who for more than a year has been at 
the head of a subcommittee having the work 
in charge. Advance sheets of this report are 
at hand and among other things inelude the 
following on the wheat situation: - 

_ The farming area has been greatly enlarged 
since the war. The wheat acreage increased 
during the twenty-two years following 1870 
from 18,992,000 acres to 38,554,000 acres, 
corn from 38,646,000 to 70,626,000 acres, | 
and oats from 8,792,000 to 27,000,000 
acres. With the stimulus to grain growing 
came corresponding development of the mill- 
ing industry. Merchant milling has become 
so common that farmers nuw quite generally 
sell their wheat and buy their flour as they 
need it. The market for wheat in the United 
States is fixed by dealers on the Chieago 
Board of Trade, and for all the surplus wheat

Greater Wheat Yield Per Acre, 


The extension of the agricultural area took 
place chiefly in the new States of the West; it 
produced a marked effect on farming opera- 
tions in all parts of the country, and it had 
corresponding influence on the general condi- 
tions of agriculture. It may be said, as to 
much of the grain-growing land of the coun- 
try, that it has improved in recent years. This 
is true particularly in. New England and the 
old Middle States. Well-manag 
there now yield more wheat by the acré) than 
they did fifty years ago. 

Regarding a general cause of depre 
the cereals being annual productions, 
market values are affected more or less by 
large or small yields from year to year. This 
is true not only as to local prices but to mar- 
ket values of the surplus generally. Effects 
produced from this cause are much less now 
than in years before the facilities for distribu- 
tion had reached their present state of devel- 
opment. When thirty to forty days were re- 
quired for the passage of a ship bearinga 
cargo of 10,000 bushels of wheat across 
the Atlantic Ocean, before telegraph 
wires and cables were used to convey 
information concerning crops, before the 
Suez Canal was open for traffic, and before 
steamships were built that can carry 100,000 
bushels of grain from New York to Liver: 
pool in ten days a very heavy crop or a very 
light crop of any particular kind of grain in 
the United States materially affected market 
prices here for the surplus.

ECONOMIZE ON THE SALARIES. 

There is some talk around the City Hall 
about selling some parcels of city property ia 
order that there may be money enough to 
meet the expenses of the year. The proposi- 
tion should not be entertained for a moment. 
For the city to sell income-producing property 
to meet current expenses would be for it to 
eat up its capital. Furthermore this is not 
the time to sell real estate, as Chicagoans who 
are trying to dispose of any are well aware. 

Nor is there any necessity for the city doing 
this. It can get through the year without it. 
Its revenue will suffice, provided it is handled 
economically.~ Economy consists at this time 
in dropping from the pay-rolls the innumer- 
able supernumeraries with whose nominal 
services the heads of departments are 50 un- 
willing to dispense, ahd by cutting down the 
salaries of the survivors 20 per cent, This 
should te done for two reasons—because 
there must be a reduction of expenses, and 
because, which if even more important, there 
ie gomg on throughout the length and 
breadth of the land a cutting down of wages, 
No reason, except 
a desire to confer special favors on Demo- 
cratic officeholders, can be assigned for not 
dealing with city employés as all other mem- 
bers of the community have been dealt with. 

Those employés protest against the pro. 
posed reduction, They say they will have to 
work as hard-this year @s they did last, and 
that their services are worth as much now as 
they were a year ago. They do not venture 
to claim, however, that they are worth more. 
Those services they render are no more 
efficient and are worth no more. But if the 
employés got in 1894 the same number of 
dollars per monthfthat they did in 1803 they 
would receive nore for their services. for 


P their dollars would buy them more of the 
“necessaries of life than they did a twelve- 
‘month ago. 


They would buy. them more 
house room, clothing, fuel, and food. To 
leave their pay, unaltered, therefore, would be 
to raise it. What would the rest ef the com- 
miunity think of that? 

~A large portion of the revenue of the city 
for the current year is derived from taxes on 
real estate. The profits of its owners are 
going to be less than last year, and it will be 
more difficult for them to pay taxes than then. 
Their income from rents will. be smaller. If 
they sell their property they will get less for 
itehan if they haa sold last year. It is not 
dealing fairly with these taxpayers to shove 
up the salaries of city employés at a time 
when the taxpayer is least able to contribute 
to the support of the municipality and when 
it is only by the exercise of economy and 
rigid retrenchment, which the city ought to 
imitate, that he will be able to pay them at 
all. : 

Furthermore these officeholders whose sal- 
aries should be reduced so that their purchas- 


last year, and not greater than then, are Dem- 
o¢rats with hardly an exception. ‘They find 
no fault with the results of the Democratic 


’ tariff policy so far as they affect others, They 


see with indifference the profits of others cut 
down. They are delighted that prices are fall- 
ing that they can buy goods cheaper.

THE WAY TO DEAL: WITH RAILROADS. 

Mayor Hopkins’ veto of the ordinance giv- 
ing the Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad the 
right to lay tracks on Carroll avenue is an ex- 
cellent one. Like the veto of the Metropol- 
itan Gas ordinanee it lays down certain - gen- 
eral principles, the soundness of which will 
be disputed by no one outside of a railroad 
office. 

He vetoes the St. Paul ordinance-betause— 

In defying the demands of the people in the 
matter of the payment of the amounts advanced 
by the city for damages to prop2rty-owners and 
in the matter of the abolition of grade crossings 
the railroads, and among them the St. Paul road, 
have practically declared war upon our people. 
Whether the community is stronger than the 
railroads, or the railroads stronger than the com- 
munity, is the great municipal question of today. 
I have no fears as to the final outcome if we will 
treat the railroads as one belligerent should 
treat another. The growth of our city, and the 
“consequent growth of the business of iia r.-.)- 

roads. requiring additional track facilities a «' 
the like, will necessarily compel them continu 
ously to ask favors at the hands of the municipal 
government. Let us have but one answer to all 
such requests, and let it consist in the few deter- 
mined words: Not until the grade crossings 
shall have been abolished. 

Why should the city bestow favors on-a er 
| poration which will not deal justly by it? ¥iy 
should it reward its enemies? Why should it 
add to the ability of the St. Paél road 
to make money when that road_ ‘will do 
mothmg in return? As that road claims 
that it is mightier and more important 
than the city, why seem to acknowledge 
the correetngss of its claim by giving it 
whatever it asks for? Henceforth when a 
road asks for anything let the first question 
be ** Are you going to elevate your tracks when 
required to do so?”’ 

The Mayor vetoes the ordinance also be- 
cause the St. Paul road owes the city~a large 
amount of money on account of viaduct dam- 
ages. Several viaducts have been built across 
its tracks. The company was bound to pay 
the damages, either because of express con- 
tracts to do so or its common law and _statu- 
tory liability. It has notdone so, Judgments 
have been recovered against the city in some 


of the companies.concerned has offered to dis- 
charge its liability. For reasons which have 
never been explained successive administra- 
tions have failed to sue the roads and force 
them to pay what they owe. So the St. Paul 
like others owes the city many thousand dél- 
lars. Therefore the Mayor is right when he 
says: 

How can we justify ourselves ifinthe face of 
such a state of affairs we grant favors to that 
company? It does not appears before your hon- 
orable body as a petitioner offering to discharge 
eee and equitable debts, but, defying us in

We are again asked to extend credit, in a large 
amount, to a debtor who has’ heretofore de@- 
fauited in his honest obligations, and who has 
met my request, made since the passage of this 
ordinance, for negetiations in the direction of a 
compromise by a contemptuous refusal.

THE MORGAN HAWAIIAN REPORT. 
When Senator Morgan as Chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations introduced 


his report with the fundamental statement 


that ‘*the United States can have no 'separa- 
tion or break in its line of policy correspond: 
ing to any change it tee incumbeney of the of- 
fice of President,’’ and that '* it is in all respects 
as much the same government in every right 
and responsibility as if it had been under the 


/same President during the entire period cov- 


ered by the recent revolution in Hawaii and 
the succeeding events,”’ he enunciated the 
principle which underlies the recent struggle 
between the President and the opponents of 
his Hawaiian policy, otherwise’ known as the 
policy of infamy. It is a contention which 
cannot be overcome.; The recognition of the 
provisional government with more than 
formal ostentation was an acknowledgment 


by the President himeelf: of the truth and | 


force of the principle.. No more glaring act 
of inconsistency ever has been performed by 
an Executive of the United States than his 
conspiracy to overthrow a government which 
he had recognized in the most friendly man- 
ner. sd 

Senator Morgan as a Democrat undoubt- 
edly attempted to gloss over this conspiracy 
on the part of the President and the Secre- 
tary of State and to let down Mr. Cleveland 
as easily as possible, but read between the 
lines it is easy enough to see that he utterly 
condemns his action and believes that he had 
no right to interfere in any way with the 
established government of Hawaii. The 
report cannot be read in any other way than 
as approving the action of ex-Minister 
Stevens, as sustaining the course of the pro- 
visional government; as recognizing it as the 
only government of the islands, as favorigg 
their annexation, and as condemning the 
policy of infamy. Applying the basic prin- 
ciple with which the report begins, every 
step taken by the President is condemned. 


The unconstitutionality of Blount’s appoint. 


ment makes every subsequent step which he 
took illegal. If the President had no right 
to annul the policy of the previous adminis- 
tration he had no right to make the appoint- 
ment of Blount, even waiving the question ‘of 
Senatorial consent, and every act in the 
policy of infamy has been without justifica- 
tion. 

In such a matter as this the resolution 
passed by the House cuckoos and by a scratch 
quorum counts for nothing. It is not worth 
the paper upon which it was written. That 
body had made no investigation. It had no 
charges before it which cailed for investiga- 
tion. Its whitewashing of the President was 
gratuitous and purely partisan. It was an 
insult to the Senate, which at the time of the 
passage of the resolution was engaged in an 
exhaustive investigation of the whole question 
—the only- investigation which has beén 
made, as Blount’s was ex parte and therefore 
unworthy of credence. ‘The repdért of the 
Senate committee. was based upon testimony, 
both sides having been heard, and is therefore 
the only report which can be called official 
and trustworthy. Its only partisan leaning 
is in its superficial attempt to save the Presi- 
dent from condemnation for violating the very 
principle.affirmed in the report. But the con- 
demnation stands just the same. The policy of 
infamy is uncovered even while partisan sym- 
pathy seeks to shield its authors. Meanwhile 
the action of ex-Minister Stevens is sustained 
in every substantial detail.

CHICAGO ELECTION JUDGES AND CLERKS.

SECURE AND UNIFORM CURRENCY. 

Representative Caruth of Kentucky has in. 
troduced a bill to provide for the issue and re- 
demption of United States currency notes. 
The followimg are its leading features: the 
creation of a currency commission, consist- 
ing of the Secretary of the Treasury, the 
Treasurer of the United States, and the Con- 
troller of the Currency, to meet at least once 
each month and prescribe rules which, if not 
in conflict with any act of Congress, shall 
have the force of laws the ‘printing of cur- 
rency notes of denominations from one dol. 
lar to one thousand doliars, and tneir issue in 
such amounts as are sufficient to retire grad- 
ually all former issues of United States cur. 
rency, including certificates and Treasury 
notes, and in such further‘amounts as may be 
necessary to meet the requirements of, the 
act; these currency notes to be-a legal tender 
in payment of all debts, publie and private, 
except where otherwise expressly stipulated 
in the contract, to be receivable for customs 
and all public dues, may be reissued, and 
when held by any national banking associa- 
tion may be counted as a part of its legal re- 
serve. The notes are to be redeemed on demand 
by the issue of a certificate of deposit for the 
sum of the notes so presented, payable at one 
of the mints of the United Statesin an amount 
of silver bullion equal in value on the inte of 
said certificate to the number of dollars 
stated thereon at the curreft market price of 
silver, based on the price current in the lead- 
ing silver markets of the world; or they may 
be redeemed in gold coin at the option of the 
Treasurer or in silver dollars at demand of 
the holder, ’ 

The commission is to be empowered to in- 
crease the circulation of the said notes, as the 
business of the country may demand, by pur- 
chasing with them gold and silver bullion and 
United States bonds, also by lending said 
notes against deposits of equal amounts at 
par of United States bonds, interest on which 
is to cease during the term of such. deposit. 
But no more silver bullion is to be purchased 
until the chief nations of the world have 
agreed tv accept it as legal tender along with 


-gold in settlement of international trade bal- 


ances at its market value or at a fixed ratio 
in relation to gold. The faith and credit of 
the. United States are pledged to redeem on 
demand in gold or its equivalént in silver 
bullion these currency notes, and..to enable 
it to do so the commission is 40 be authorized 
to issue bonds at not exceeding 3 per cent per 
annum, andinamount always equal at par 
to the volume of currency notes outstanding 
and the depreciation on current subsidiary sil- 
ver, less the gold and silver coin and bullion 
belonging to currency funds in the Treasury 
calculated at their intrinsic value. The bonds, 
with the coin and bullion, are to be held sole- 
ly for redemption of the United States cur- 
rency notes, and not forany other purposes. 
The cotnmission is'to be authorized to sell 
from time to time such amounts of the bonds 
as it may deem necessary to provide and 


“maintain the proper proportion of gold and 


silver as a resérve fund to keep at par in gold 
The bill pro- 
vides for the redemption of dirty or mutilated 
currency and for annual reports to Congress, 
and affirms present laws prescribing penalties 

for counterfeiting, et¢-———~ 
The billisageod one. It provides for a 
uniform curréncy of full value, to be secured 
by redemption in gold and silver on strictly 
equal terms for the two metals—namely: each 
at its intrinsic bullion value. It provides for 
as full a use of silver as .is compatible with 
the integrity of the currency, and no honest 
mancould desire more than that. Its adop. 
tion would tend to minimize the use both of 
gold and silver coins as currency, but that 
also is highly desirabie when the place of the 
coins is taken by a well secured paper curren- 
cy ample in amount for all the needs of le- 
gitimate business operations. It would favor 
the use of the largest possible quantities of 
gold and Silver for redemption purposes and 
of silver for subsidiary coinage. Hence it 
should receive the approval of all true bi- 
8. . 


INCREASED USE OF SILVER. 

Biand, Warner, and the other fellows who 
are working with them profess to want an in- 
creased use of silver. They claim there is 
not enough silver in circulation and that ‘he 
miners are suffering because of the lack of 
demand for their product. They allege that 
not only should the Government of the United 
States provide a market at home for silver, 
but use gll possible influence with other coun- 
tries to induce them to arrange for a larger 
use of silver, to the end that the load now on 


the market may be relieved and the price of 


the metal have a chance to rise as a conse- 
quence of lessening the supply in relation to 
the demand. | 

To be consistent these people should ask 
that a dollar’s worth of silver be put into 
the silver dollar of the future and rated as 
equal in value toa dollar for the payment of 


| debts. Then they would concede about all, 


that has been insisted on by the opponents of 
the silver movement and favor the use of ‘just 
twice as much of the metal -as would circu- 
late with the same number of silver dollars, 
each containing but 50 cents’ worth of the 
whitemetal. Their change of base would 
place them on record as honestly demanding 
a large increase in the use of bullion and 
furnish a strong argument for increasing the 
number of silver coins, since that could be 


e gold coinage: Besides that, if silver 
yere rated at its actual - value it 
could be used in the shape of bullion as 
a sufficient guarantee for the redeniption of 
large amounts of paper issued against it, as 
is now the case with gold bullion, Thére 
could be no valid objection to piling up all 
the silver available in the national treasury 
vaults and outside of them and issuing on that 
silver certificates of deposit which would cir- 
culate every where as worth their face in gold. 
This and other countries could bear, without 
fear of serious financial derangement, the ac- 
cumulation of all the silver likely to be pro- 
duced for several years to come if every piece 
of paper: issued ‘as a promise to pay would be 
secured by specie to the full value ofthe sums 
named on.all the pieces of paper promises to 
pay. All the silver would find a use and be 
sold by the miners on the same terms as here- 


‘tofore—namely: a dollar’s worth for a dollar. 


The opposition to an increased use of silver 


_@8 . money, or as the basis of promises to pay 


money, is not to silver itself but to a false 
rating of the metal. Hardly anybody in the 
United States is opposed to the use of all the 


silver in existence provided it be used on the 


same terms as gold; that is, a dollar's worth 
of the metal be paid out for each dollar of 


obligation that is discharged by a payment in i 


by the advocates of free silver coinage on the 
terms they proposes If these people want 
such increased use of silver, with the addi- 
tional quantity that would be taken freely 
when offered on its bullion merits, 
ought to say so. But they will not say that, 
for the reason that they do not want it. Their 
shriek for an increased use of silver is noth- 
ing more or less than a cloak for international 
dishonesty that woud defraud of one-half of 
their money capital.all the workers who have 
deposits in the savings banks, and reduce by 
50 per cent all the wage fund now at the com- 
mand of employers of labor in the United 
States, both tothe great impoverishment of 
the toiling masses. 


THE CASE OF ERASTUS WIMAN, 

It appears there are two sides to the cage of 
Erastus Wiman, as‘in many others if got in 
all. The claim set up for him by his private 
counsel puts on the matter an entirely differ- 
ent aspect to that first presented through the 
columns of the newspapers. It is claimed that 


for many years Mr. Wiman was in fact the re- | 


sponsible head of the concern, and signed 
some 90 per cent of all the checks drawn by 
the firm. The management of everything 
was leftin his hands, and this included the 


conduct of several important outside business 


transactions. Furthermore, it is claimed that 
the indorsements ‘alleged.to be *‘ furgeries”’ 
were not used to obtain credits from 
any third party, but simply for the pur- 
pose of transferring credits in bank from 
an.account against which Mr. Wiman had a 
perfect right todraw. If it be shown that he 
had the absolute right to draw against both 
accounts, that the transfer was on account of 
the business of thé-firm, and that the writing 
by which that transfer was effécted in no way 
resemble the genuine signatures of the par- 
ties it will be hard to induce an intelligent 
jury to find him guilty of * forgery.” 

The claim that under the management of 
Mr. Wiman the profits of his partner 
from nothing to some $400,000 per a 
while his own were barely a fourth“part of 
that, will amount to much or little, according 
to other facts and circumstances that may be 
developed in the course of thetrial. But at 
least there is room for a suspension of judg- 
ment by the public till the case has been 
heard in court. Mr. Wiman has a prima facie 
claim to have been badly used in being ar- 
rested on the eve of a national holiday after 
all the banks had closed, when the arrest had 
been delayed for months alter the defalcation 
was supposed to be ascertained, and a full 
year after the discharge of Mr. Wiman be- 
cause he was thought to have embezzied 


“funds belonging to the principal partner in 


his business; He hasan exceedingly strong 
case if he can prove that ‘voluntarily he trans- 
ferred all of his property, and- $75,000 worth 
belonging to his wife, to Mr. Dun as security 
for any sum which might finaliy be adjudged 
due upon the settlement of the accounts be- 
tween them, that Mr. Dun accepted the trans- 
fer, and subsequently reconveyed to the wife 
that part of it which had belonged to her. 

No one will deny that the situamon of Mr. 
Wiman ig peculiarly a hard one if he be inno- 
cent, and that if guilty his treatment was 
needlessly cruel. - He was dragged off to 
prison while his son was lying at the point of 
death, and bail was refused, though offered 
by men prepared to qualify in the amount of 
$2,000,000, or eighty times the sum demand- 
ed. The refusal made: was based on the 
ground that only cash or real estate could be 
accepted, and it was too late to get money out 
of. the banks. ‘Technically the officials were 
justified, but when it is remembered how 
many undoubted criminals have been let out 
on the worst kind of ‘‘straw bail”’ in New 
York &ity and elsewhere the fact is painfully 
suggestive of possible arrangements for pun- 
ishing a man because he is suspected of ‘* giv- 
ing away secrets’ rather than‘’on account of 
offenses charged. 


Tue Kansas City Journal foolishly claims 
that the city in which it is published “‘ is gain- 
ing upon Chicago [in the live stock trade], 
and with the present ratio of increase con- 
tinued for but a few weeks longershe will pass 


that great city and maintain the lead in this — 


industry.”’ .The figures showing the move- 
ment of live stock at the two cities do not 
warrant this proud boast. The receipts at 
Chicago for the three weeks ending with Feb. 
24 included 167,000 head of cattle, 392,500 
hogs, and 182,700 sheep. Those at Kansas 
City for the same time were 86,800 cattle, 
129,300 hogs, and 30,800 sheep. The re- 
ceipts at Kansas City were but 52 per cent of 
the number of cattle received here, less than 
one-third in hcgs, and about one-sixth in 
sheep. There should be no objection to a pa- 


_ per published in Kansas City claiming for that 


town an active business in live stock, and no 
one in Chicago will object to its taking all the 
credit that is deserved, but it is unwise to brag 
in the language above quoted when there is so 
little foundation for the boast asin this in- 
stance. The Journal would be more discreet 
if it limited its comparisons to such cities as 
St. Louis and Omaha, which it affects to 
despise in stating itis not neceggary to com- 
pare with them “for they are not in the field 
as primary markets.”’ It yet has to be proved 
that Kansas City isa ‘* primary market ’’ for 
all the live stock arriving there, but if all are 
sold at that puint the volume has to be more 
than doubled before it will be equal to that at 
Chicago.

Gifts Is a Wreath from Henry Irvingc=

The Scenitorium, so recently the scene of 
pleasure, was devoted to a different .use yes- 
terday afternoon. Upon the stage reposed 
the remains of Stecle Mackaye. Upon the 
casket lay two wreaths, one of laurel ‘and the 
other of bride rosea and Aig of the valley. 
The former was from literary and theatrical 
friends and the latter was the gift of Henry 
Irving, made up in response toa cablegrami 
. from the actor, 


The buildmg was dimly: lighted. Mme, 
Francesca Guthrie Moyer *Come unto 
me all ye who labor and heavy laden.”’ 
Following the solo Prof. David Swing arose 
and read the Episcopal service for the dead. 
Prof, Swing then said in part: 

‘** We have met in memory of one great soul. 
Many leaders in truth have broken their own 
hearts. The soul was too much for the body. 
It was crushed between the upper and nether 
millstones of the sensibility that perceives 
and of the will that executes. This kind of 
nature has no patience or peace, It cannot 
walk, it must fly. In the musical world this 
soul is said to be ** music-mad *’; in religion 
itis said to be ‘* Giod-intoxicated,’’ Hugh 
Miller died over the mystery in the fossil 
rocks. This form lies here today at the bid- 
ding of light and shadow. Nature was 
so sublime he wished to paint it as 
no other artist ever painted it. He 
wanted to bring nature up close to the human 
heart, but the grave has come between the 
artistand his work. The great work of one 
of our Columbian seulptors is called to 
mnind—that of death, not horrible but beauti- 
ful, arresting the hand of the sculptor. While 
this artist was, painting for-us a sunset, a sail- 
ing shiv, and an ocean hecame toa sunset 
more wonderful. He came to an evening 
whose rosy tints were fading over the most 
mysterious of all seas. He went away ina 
ship ** passing in the night’’; sailed to the un- 
known shore, and never will return. It re- 
mains for us to shed our human tears and to 
read over this form the divine words of our 
religion,” 

After a short prayer the Scenitorium chorus 
rendered the ** Trust Choral,”’ the words of 
which ware composed by Steele Mackaye and 
the music by Frederick Archer. 

Roland Reed's address ‘on behalf of the 
actors and actresses was full of praise for the 
man whose memory it honored. Elwyh A.

TO GIVE REBATE ON BOULEVARD TAXES, 


All Property Affected That Fronts on Un- 
: improved A.ventes. 

The West Park Board passed a resolution 
yesterday bearing on the law which taxes 
boulevard property annually 25 cents a front 
foot. The reaolution provides for a rebate of 
the tax upon all property fronting on unim- 
proved boulevards. The tax is levied to cover 
the cost of sprinkling streets, trimming trees, 
and looking after the grass plots, and where 
there are neither trees, grass _ plots, 
nor houses the property-owners were 
indignant at the taxation.

MAN BEATS THE SLOT MACHINE, 


He Operates Them Cleverly with a Magnet 
and Steel “ Nickels.” 

Numerous Chicago saloonkeepers are look- 
ing for a man who has been beating‘them at 
their own game—the new nickel-in-the-slot 
machine. This machine is a little upright af. 
fair with brass pins sticking horizontally in a 
perpendicular surface protected by- glass. 
There is a slot in the top in which the player 
drops a nickel. There are numerous avenues 
by which it reaches tne main box. There are 
two which if traversed by the nickel will per- 
mit the box to be opened, in which event the 
player takes ali the nickels- previously de- 

sited. 

Pt it were possible to force the nickel to enter 
either.of these two places the game would be 
unprofitable, and no one has ever complained 
that such was the case until yesterday, when 
dozens of the machines were opened and their 
contents taken. The man who beat the game 
did so by a simple contrivance in conformity 
with established scientific principles. He had 
made a number of circular steel pieces the 
size of a nickel. These he dropped into the 
machine, and, by means of a magnet secreted 
in his sleeve, guided’ the metal into the proper 
groove,-which. permitted him to press the 
button and take out the contents. In some 
instances he secured as much as $4. Saida 
man who knew the circumstances: 

‘The use of the magnet is as fair as the 
game. Without such a guide for the metal it 
would rarely go into the winning grooves. It 
stands to reason that the game weuld.bea 
losing one for the house if it constantly won 
for the player, and it was not inv ented 
for the purpose of losing money for the men 
who operate it.

The Smallpox Hospital is filled almost to its 
limit. Yesterday 160 cases were under treat- 
ment there. Dr. Potter says the city may be 
forced to abandon the policy of removing all 
patients to the hospital. “It probably will 
be necessary,’ said he, “‘to quarantine the 
patients in their homes. This was done dur- 
ing the epidemic of 1882, and it can be 
done easily now.’

NAMED AND OONFIRMED. 


Much Complaint Over What Is Termed 


Indecent Haste in Getting the List Be- 
yond the Effect of Complaints—Criti- 
cism of Judge Scales and Commissioner 
Hutchings=McGillen Outwitted by Hop- 
kins’ Forces at the Democratic County 
Committee Meeting. 


Decent politicians of both parties are com- 
plaining of what they term the indecent haste 
and contemptuous disregard of the law dis- 
played by the Election Board yesterday morn- 
ing in appointing the judges and clerks of 
election who are to serve during the next 
year, and about an hour later having the list 

confirmed by the County Court. The law re- 
quires that the list of the gudges and clerks 
shall be published before they are finally ap- 
pointed and confirmed. The list in this in- 
stance was published yesterday. mornimg ‘in 
one newspaper. Before the ordinary reader 
could sean the list the County Judge con- 
firmed all these appointments. The object of 
publication is that the citizens may have an 
opportunity to read over the names of those 
who are to serve as judges and clerks in the re- 
spective precincts-and make objection to such 
as they may deeffi unworthy. By the late 
publication of the names and their prompt 
confirmation Judge Secaies and the Election 
Board, it is claimed, defeated the purpose of 
the law. ‘The excuse put forward in behalf of 
Judge Scales is that the names were not hand- 
ed in soon enough by the party committees 
and that under the law it was necessary to 
confirm them before March1. But this hard- 
ly holds, it is said. The lists were all turned 
in, as they haa to be under the law, before 
Feb. 4. Most of them were passed upon by 
the Election Board ten days ago or more. 
The names could have been published at that 
time. But Judge Scales and the Election 
Board did not think of that, it seems. It was 
not necessary, it is urged, that the lists should 
be finally contirmed till this evening. It is 
charged that the fact is the confirmation was 
rushed in order to prevent proper investiga- 
tion of the lists. In Tue Tripune yesterday 
the following editorial paragraph appeared 

It is asserted on Democratic authority that 
among the Democratic judges of élection select- 
ed recently for the Sixtu Ward by the Democratic 
Election Board are a jailbird, a person under ins 
dictment for arson, an ex-convict, 4nd the brother 
of a convicted ballot-box stuffer. Any one of the 
Election Commissioners has thé power to veto 
appointments for judges and clerks of election 
by the other Commigsioners.

FOR LAOK OF NEEDED MAJORITY. 


Two-thirds Required and the Vote Stands 
868 to 758 in Favor of the Scheme— 
Election Hot and Close in Wilmette 
but Dull in EvanstoneA. N. Gage, Dr. 
0. H. Mann, and Ald. O'Neill Discuss

The election at Wilmette was the closest and 
hottest ever known there. Half an hour 
after the polls opened one-third the votes of 
the village had been cast. Early in the fore- 
noon nearly the entire vote was in, and when 
the polls closed at 5 o’clock 802 ballots had 
been cast, the greatest number ever polled at 
any election. Every effort was made by both 
sides to bring voters out, and James H. Fur- 
man, an old resident who had not voted for 
twenty years, was induced to cast a ballot. 

Interest in the election at Evanston was not 
as great. Not half the vote of the city was 
polled except in the southern wards, where 
the question of annexation to Chicago was 
made an issue. As this part of the city is in 
favor of such annexation and as Wilmette 
would probably oppose it, the Third and 
Fourth Wards, in South Evanston, voted 
strongly against Wilmette. ‘Che Sixth Ward, 
which adjoins Wilmette and which was popu- 
larly supposed would oppose its admission, 
voted two to one_for*it. The result of the 
baliot in Evanston goes toa large extent to 
show the sentiment in Evanston in‘regard to®

A. N. Gage Gives His Views. 


A. N. Gage, a large property-holder in 
Wilmette a | interested in Evanston before 
he knew the result of the election, said: ‘I 
believe the vote will be largely against an- 
nexation. - Three-fourths of the voters will 
be in favor of annexation to Evanston, and 
nine-tenths of them opposed to annexation to 
Chicago. The reason why they favor annexation’ 
to Evanston is because they believe the name 
of Evanston is more popular for real estate 
purposes than Wilmette, and that Chicago is 
better than Evanston. The reason those op- 
posed to annexation to Chicago would favor 
annexation to Evanston, the so-called social 
and moral element, has dominated the social 
policy of Evanston, but it has never shown 
itself competent to discharge the duties of 
municipal affairs. I[t is influenced largely by 
the so-called university interest. Improve- 
ments have been retarded instead of ad- 
vanced, and the 6ld Town of Evanston today 
is not up to as high a degree of modern 
improvement as the Village of South Evanston 
was before annexation to Exanston. Again, 
the expense of taxation in order to conduct 
the local affairs is extremely excessive and 
burdensome. Large tracts and valuable prop- 
erties are owned and controlled by the uni- 
versity, and this exemption from taxation has 
made it necessary-for local assessors to place

Why O’Neill Favors It, 


Ald. O’Neill said: *“*I am in favor of an- 
nexation because it will lower our taxes. The 
assessed valuation in Evanston is now based 
on one-seventh of the actual value; In all 
the towns of Chicago combined the valuation 
is but one- twentieth of the actual value, 
thereby. making our taxation about three 
times what it. would be in Chicago. We would 
get in the city better police and fire protec- 
tion than we have now. As an example of 
the efficiency of our fire department 
by superhuman effort and a leased 
or borrowed ‘engine it succeeded 
in saving the sand lot upon which the Presby- 
terian church stood. As to the 
tion the law is explicit. that when one town or 
city is anaexed to another the ordinance gov- 
erning the sale of liquor in the annexed terri- 
tory can never be repudiated, thereby making 
Evanston always a prohibition district.

When annexation was accomplished to 
Evanston he bobbed up as a member of the 
Council fromthe south wards and tried the 
same tactics that made him successful in 
South Evanston. He found this did not go, 
and now he is looking for annexation .to Chi- 
cago because he thinks he will be made 
Aiderman from Evanston.”’

LEVY MAYER ARGUES AGAINST THE LAW. 


Question of the Constitutionality of the 
Eight-Hour Act Is Raised. 

Evidence was heard in five more * factory 
cases’’ in Justice Kersten’s court yesterday. 
They were against Strouse,‘ Eisendrath & 
Drom. 

Attorney Levy Mayer made an argument 
for the defense. He said it was the desire of 
the defendants that the court should hold the 
law to be constitutional, or at least impose 
fines, so that the cases might be taken to the 
Supreme Court and the question of the valid- 


ity of,the eight-hour law regarding the em- 


ployment of women be passed upon. 

** The capital of an adult woman who works 
foraliving is her right to work,” said Mr. 
Mayer. “ Human liberty would be at a queer 
stage, indeed, if an employer desired to en- 
gage the services of an adult woman for ten 
or twelve hours a day, and she the gainer by 
the extra number of hors she worked, if she 
could not work more than eight hours. 93 

Mr. Mayer also insisted that no firm or 
corporation could be held for. violation of a 
law by any single member of it. The absurd- 
ity of the law in this respect was pointed out, 
wherein it said that ‘‘every person, firm, or 
corporation, ete,.’’ shall be deemmed gurity of 
a misdemeanor by violation of any of the 
provisions of this act. Mr. Mayer 
said it often happened that members of 
corporations whith are controlled by boards 
of directors live hundreds of miles from. the 
scene of the plants operated by such cor- 
porations. He wanted to know if these men 
could be held for the action of some member 
who was actively employed at the factory or 
workshop. As to the employment of girls 
less than 6 years of age Mr. Mayer said he 
had nothing to say at present. 

Today at 2 o'clock John W. Ela will speak 
for the prosecution.

Attorney 
Wing spent almost the entire morning at the 


tack upon Mrs. Foy. By way of preface to 
his afternoon argument he said: “If the 
defense has proved to’ you or if you have any 
doubt in the matter that the horse which car- 
ried Dr. Cronin away was not the Dinan white 
horse hired by Daniel Cougadlin then you 
must dismiss the whole circumstance, This 
is your duty under the law.” : 

Proceeding with the critical review of Mrs. 
Conklin’s testimony, the attorney eaid that at 
the Coroner’s inquest this witness had been 
unable to state the height of the strange 
driver and had given the time’of the doctor’s 
departure as 7:20 o’clock. On the trial of 
the case, he said,she had sworn that the 
stranger was five feet seven inches in height 
and that Dr. Cronin left at 7:30 o’clock. Mr. 
Wing attributed the change to the necessity 
felt, by “the scheming brains behind the pros- 
ecutton’’ for making Mrs, Conklin’s story 
agree with the descriptions from the Dinan 
livery stable.. ‘Just so,”’ said Mr. Wing, ‘* it 
is with the testimony of Frank Scanlan.

nqevercoat. In testifying in the case Scanlan 
supplied the overcoat to support the theory of 
the State.’’ 


Tilt Between Counsel. 


As Mr. Wing was proceeding Mr. Bottum 
broke in with an objection to the line of argu- 
ment, 

** Your Honor,” said he, ** the attorney has 
no right at this late hour to attempt to im- 
peach Mr. Scanlan. He had-an opportunity 
to do so by means of Reporter Squibb if he 
— to, but he let it pass. It is now too 
ate.’ 

‘* Wait a minute, my dear Brother Bottum,”’ 
replied Mr. Wing, ‘let us see about this, 
Perhaps you have forgotten: the stipulation 
made near the close of the evidence between 
the attorneys by which it was agreed that Mr. 
Seanlan’s testimony before the Coroner’s jury 
might be admitted without controversy.”’ 

* The counsel knows the stipulation was 
made over matters not in controversy, as Mr. 
Scanlan’s testimony was, and to claim any- 
thing else is mere _pettifogging,”’ said Mr.

INVALIDATE MANY 7 TITLES. 


Defect in 1887-’88 Makes Trouble — 
Michigan Purchasers. 

Lansine, Mich., Feb. 2'7.—[Special.]=-In 
the case of Miller vs. Truax, the Supreme 
Court today filed an opinion, which, in effect, 
invalidates every tax title covering property 
sold for taxes in 1887 and 1888. It appears 
that the tax records for these years were pre- 
pared in the Auditor-General’s office and were 
uniform for every county inthe State. The 
court set aside a sale for thé*rtaxes of 1887 
because these tax records showed the amount 
of the tax, amount decreed against the prop- 
erty, amount for which it was sold, expenses, 
etc., in figures only and without the dollar 
sign, the word dollar, or other mark to make 
it appear that these figures represented 
money. During the last six weeks hundreds 
of descriptions returned for the taxes of the 
y years mentioned have been soid totax title 

speculators, who thus find themselves witha 
slot of practically worthless deeds on their 
hands. The error was evidently discovered in 
1889, asthe blanks for that year are all 
right.

Harry Wright, the Former Manager of the 
Philadelphia. Team, Is Unanimously 
Elected=Slight Changes Made in the 
Rules=Season Opens April 19—Anson 
Bets Director Talcott $500 That the 
Chicagos Beat the New Yorks<Farrell 
and Meekin Go with the Gethamites. 

New Yorx, Feb. 27.—[Special.]|—When the 
National League got together this morning 
President Hart of Chicago, acting on a sug- 
gestion by T. H. Murnane of Boston, pro- 
posed that the league recognize thé long and 
honorable services of Harry Wright by creat- 
ing for him a new office. The following reso- 
lution was accordingly unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the office of Chief of Umpires 
be hereby creatéd to assist the President in the 
selection and contro! of the umpires and the 
regulation and interpretation of their duties. 

a antacert That in view of his long and honor- 
able connection with baseball, and the desirabil- 
ity of*continuing his ofticial connection with this 
national game. Harry Wright is hereby elected as 
such Chief of Umpires; such office, unless renewed 
by a vote of the league, shall be vacated and dis- 
ccomnen atthe expiration of one year from this 
date, 

Mr. Wright’s salary will be $1,800 a year 
and all expenses paid. His duty will be -to 
drop in unexpectedly at agame and watch the 
work of umpires when they do not expect 
him. 

After sleeping over it the delegates realized 
that they had done a foolish thing in penaliz- 
ing the bunt only when men were on. bases. 
So today that rule (88) Was rescinded and the 
foliowing substituted: A bunt hit is a_ fair 
hit to the ground within the in-field. 
Then in Sec. 4 of old Rule 41 the;word ** sac- 
rifice’’ was stricken out, and that makes any 
bunted ball which rolls foul a strike. So 
the penalty applies whether a man is-on base 
at the time or not. In Rule 50 the umpire 
was included in the persons named whom the 
coachers are prdhibited from referring to 
fromethé coaching lines. Sec. 5 of old Rule 
56 hereafter will read as follows: 

The umpire may remove a player for a viola- 
tion of this rule. in lieu of a fine; but under no 
circumstances shall he remove a player for viola- 
tion of Sec. 2 of this rule, unless upon a repeti- 
tion of the offense prescribed therein. 

Sec. 4: of old Rule 68 was amended to read: 

In the fourth column shall be placed sacritice 
hits which shall be credited to the batsman who, 
when no one 18 eut or when but one man is out, 
advances a runner a base, which results if put- ' 
ting out the batsman or would do so if handled 
without an error. 

The Secretary was instructed to furnish 
official “bulletins every Monday during the 
season of the official standing of clubs in the 
championship race. _ . 

Some wealthy enthusiast who desires not to 
be known offers a $500 trophy in the shape 
of a characteristic cup, whigh will be con- 
tested for every year by the first and second 
clubs inthe race attheend of théseason. The 
wo clubs may arrange the number of games 
of such a series without foreign interference, 
and the members of the two teams shall re. 
ceive the full benefit financially of ali such 
games played. The league formally received 
the donation of the cup with all the conditions 
attached. 

The last work of the meeting was the adop- 
tion of the schedules. For once the dates as 
presented by Mr, Young were not satisfactory. 
The Chicago and St. Louis clubs were not 
satisfied with the arrangement of the Sunday 
garnes in the West, and both voted against 
accepting the schedule.
